The added limitation to claims 1 , 10, 14, 19, 27 and 35-39 wherein the clock signal is continuously varied to reduce a noise output of the 
display panel will require additional searching. 

New claims 53-61 introduce new matter not supported in the specification. The specification does not support a plasma display apparatus 
wherein a drive signal having a rectangular shape is applied to each electode of the panel. 
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
